This.congress will unquestionably pass a sol- 
dier ponus.bill for the soldiers, some of the mem- 
bers voting for it through patriotism and others 
as a political expedient. There is much argument 
as to the advisibility of such a measure, both pro 
and oon. “Some hold that if the soldiers are 
provided with employment they do not need 4 
bonus, and that it would be such a small amount 


per man, and payable along in dribs, that it 
would do“them no material good.

Cithers say the sol- 
diers were drafted into hell on earth and received

A certain physical easiness is 
Necessary to the production of beauty;

numbed by ‘cold, or actually’ relaxed 
by heat. In bodies enjoying this easi- 
ness the shackles of the flesh bind 
the spirit more loosely; it functions | 
more freely. In those bodies the crea- | 
tive {imagination enjoys the fullest 
ploy and produces its fine and stimu- | 
lating works. Also a great deal of 
sunlight is necessary to the produc- 
tion of beauty; Sunlight is the exhitla- 
rating and stimulating ally of warmth, 

It is in the warm and sunny lands 
that you get the sustained effort of | 
the artist, an effort which has lasted 
over years and produced such master- 
pieces as the Iliad, the Odyssey, the 
friezes of the Parthenon, the Theban 
Trilogy, thé Inferno, those jade bowls 
or figures which the artist has wrought 
to exquisite form by seven or ten 
years’ loving toll. There is no Greek, 
or Latin, or Italian lyric as beautiful 
as the finest English lyrics. But set, 
the Paradise Lost against the Odyasey:
